As a result, the Diplomacy ec-iaisunity today is a much less hostile place than it was a year 
ago* ard { hcpefully, the jfars*- foundations for a genuinely stable and lasting peace -In the 
community have been laid. 

The IDA Council has resisted the temptation to assume an organisational mortgage — to 
buy temporary peace at the cost of future instability t . Heal peace cannot "fee bought »dth the 
future? it must "be built for the future, That takes patience and careful planning "it takes 
a xilXlngness to break neu 'sr«?usad in iiBproving relationships with former adversaries s I't 
takes streagrth and a contiuuine fidelity to scleral obligations and to principles. That is 
1die path the IDA Council has chosen « Uiat is why our standing is at an all time high* «1r»fh 
with our friends and ifith rrar adversaries^ Biat is why~~in the i/ena^ulsr of the day---°' i .a>e 
Diplomacy coiaromity is not so up tight/* as it was a year ago. 

At Chicago in addition to a visit Kith John Beshara, Ghairraan of the Board of Directors 
of the X>iplo2f^cy Association, by several Council meahcrs f talks were held siith Alias Calhaffiar 
the designer of the gsuae? Jdim Moot, of Games Research? and a. host of Diplomacy publishers 
and playpJis _ 



With most of these people our-- relations have been friendly and close, Wxth so as, 
however,, they have been, at best, "correct" and Xiid/ted, Hopefully,, these discussions ex- 
plained our hopes and our efforts for a. more peaceful community, and sought their views on 
how such a community could best be achieved, In this article I would like to di3ouss th 
you son© of the 'things I discussed with fcheaw 

What kind of a Diplomacy community do we seek? First .of all, it should be a community 
in which players, gamesmasters and publishers- - whether friends or enemies, partners or com-- 
pe titers-- --talk to each other K 

During 'the formation of IDA the prevailing belief was that, because we had xmpovtant 
differences with our adversaries t we could not talk. The Council has proceeded fxvu the op- 
posite belief— that because we have important differences, we muse talk.. Of course, the 
Council knew that dialogue alone would not bridge the differences j but it ais-> known chat 
without dialogue 5 they raight never be bridged. 

The policy of XBA fi 'therefore ( is based on the convict:!, an that commu2i.U'aiis>rt: between 
strangers k and negot5a.tions between adversaries,, serves the cause of a more tranquil com - 
munity. 

That is why the meetings at Chicago, both within the IDA membership s.rS. leadership, 
aiid with non-meabezs, were so important* they established, an essential dialogue reween us. 
We must now move from dialogue to concrete negotiation and then to a growing corporation 

During my Chicago discussions c I found a general appreciation of' this/ And*. I rcade 
clear our 'belief that what is working for us can work for others. Nothing can be maze- pro- 
ductive than a willingness in all areas of Diplomacy to move away from the rigidities of the 
past year or so* 

The second characteristic of the peaceful community in Diplomacy we seek is closely 
related to the first. As that community must be aaa&ed "ty dialogue and negotiation, so too 
must it be open to the free flow of players,, magazines, and ideas,. We are convinced that 
the cause of peace is advanced by contact among players, magazines and organizations and by 
a free exchange of ideas at all levels « Thus, in any area such contact has been ii raited t we 
are seeking to enlarge it e 

The third characteristic of the peaceful Diplomacy community we seek !s that -there 
must be universal respect for the right of every player, magazine and organization to ?.ndo~ 
pendextce, sovereignity, and to its own internal development free of outside interference. 

In pressing for the removal of barriers to freer contact f we have no interest- in Bed-, 
dling in anybody 9 s internal affairs. On the contrary, our policy springs from a different 
and positive convictlon-^that more open relations will release tensions, and will projaote 
the normal human communication and that encourages people and organisations to live, and 
let live „ in peace and friendship „ 

We in the IDA feel strongly, most strongly, about the right of other organisations to 
dew* top according to their own desires because we fought a hard battle to w3n those rights 
for ourselves, We respect thera for others,, Indeed, we regard these righta fundamental 
to peaceful relations among organizations , They must apply all the time, r,c- ,. just some <=f 
the tine. And they must apply in all eases, stet Just some cases* 

This principle is basic to our relations with other groups. We are ready for an im- 
provement or expansion of relations at whatever pace and in whatever manner they themselves 
are prepared to follow c 

In time, we hope to move from "coexistence** toward a more active and cooperative rela- 
tionship. Building on the recognition of each organization's right to run its own affairs, 
we are working for a community in which former adversaries can.aet only coexist la peace £ 
Uit also cooperate in peace a 

The fourth major characteristic of the peaceful Diplomacy community we seek is a will- 
ingness among its members f particularly publishers, to reduce their reliance on negative 
propaganda as a viable instrument of making personal and magazine policy., Even today ; a 
growing willingness to limit the use of such propaganda is evident. 

We -therefore hope and expect that the principles of peaceful relations to which we and 
the Diplomacy Association committed ourselves in Chicago will be more than idle social chat- 
ter c For our part^ we will certainly do our 'test to translate them into practical, realities. 

As we move toward new and more constructive relaidonsips with former adversaries,, at 
is all the more important that we preserve a matrix of stability:, H®w can m do so? 



Farst, by ensuring that the search for new re'iatinmhips will not be at the expense 
of owe principles , 

Second,, by recognising that these relationships will improve our owa creditaha.l3ty 
only if, in pur&ueing them, kg aain tain these principles, 

Third, "bp affirming 'by work and deed that a peaceful community will not be sought-, 
as it could not he achieved*- through an abandonment of. our obligations and interests. 

This, then, Is tne kind of peaceful Diplomacy community -which He trculd like to see 
and toward which IDA Council policies are directed* 

«~-A coij&unity in which dialogue and negotiation have replaced monologue and conflict % 
community in which people can move freely and easily- across organisational T orders 

-—-A community in which recognition of the sovereignity and independence of ail players 
ifiag&s&nes and organisations is the first principle of Diplomacy! 

— -A community in which negative pjcopaganda is relied on less and less as an instnment 
of personal and magazine policy, 

A year ago would anyone have thought such a ooaaaunity possible in our ti&e? JSven y-o- 
day, no on© would pretend that it will "be achieved soon or that the problems and difficult- 
t5.es are not formidable* But for the first time since Vexijas Vlnci'h such a eoswunlty is 
possible t . 

We cannot help to turn that possibility into a reality is we withdraw to cut own maga- 
sines and organizations ., To help build an enduring peace we need to remain responsibly en- 
gaged in Diplomacy community affairs t
